1 Fl for the Cuſtody of the Great Seal of Great Britain, taking intd 


their ſerious Conſideration the ill Conſequence and great Pre- 
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| judice which already had, and might hereafter, enſue to the 
Suitors of this Court, i Moneys leſt in the ſole Power of the f 
Maſters of this Court; and likewiſe conceiving, that the Bonds, Tallies, li 
Orders, and Effects of the Suitors under the Direction of the ſaid ſeveral = ö 
Maſters, then locked up in the Vault of the Bank of England in ſeveral 1 
Cheſts, under the Care of the ſaid Maſters reſpectively, and of two of 
the Six Clerks, might be as ſafely fepoſited with the Bank of England, in ö 
the Manner herein aſter- mentioned: And to the End that the Money of i 
17 the Suitors might be ſecured for their Uſe and Benefit, with the leaſt | 
o A Charge and Inconvenience to them, and that they might receive further 
Satisfaction in relation thereto, and how the fame ſhould be applied and . fl 
diſpoſed of : Their Lordſhips did, on the Twenty Sixth Day of May laſt, 1 
order and direct in the Words following, That every Maſter of this li 
Court, together with the ſaid Six Clerks, do go to the Bark of England 
and open their reſpective Cheſts, and that the ſaid Maſters, together 
with the ſaid Six Clerks, and one of the Caſhires of the Bank, do make 
a true and perfect Schedule of all the Bonds, Tallies, Orders, and Effects, 
depoſited in the faid ſeveral Cheſts, ſpeciſying their reſpective Numbers, 
Dates, and Sums, and likewiſe of the Caſh depoſited therein, and do by 
ſuch Schedule deliver over the ſame to the Ban cf England, and that at 
the Time of ſuch Delivery, each Maſter ſhall receive from the Baxk, a Cer- 
tificate of the Receipt of the Bonds, Tallies, Orders, and Effects, and like- 
wiſe of the Caſh ſo delivered by each Maſter reſpectively, under the Seal 
of the Bank of England, and that ſuch Certificate be carried by each Maſ- 
ter to the Report-Office, and there filed; and that ſuch Bonds, Tallies, 
Orders, and Effects, and Caſh, be entred Cauſe-wiſe in Books to be kept 
by each Maſter in the Report-Office, and that ſuch Maſters as have been 
deficient in bringing in their Ballance of Caſh, are hereby required to 
enter the ſame, bur not Cauſe wiſe, till they ſhall have ſeverally made good 
their whole Deficiencies ; and that likewiſe there be entred in ſuch Books, 
Cauſe-wiſe, the ſeveral Stocks of which the Maſters have already decla- 
red Truſts in the ſaid ſeveral Companies Books, and that an exact Dupli-

cate of ſuch Books be kept with the Baxk by cach reſpective Maſter, And 
it is fu:ther ordered, That the Bank ſhall, at all Times hereatier, re- 
ceive all Intereſt due upon fuch, Bonds, Tallies, and Orders, as. likewiſe 
the Dividend of all ſuch Stocks in the Company's Books of which. the 
Maſters have declared Ttuſts for the Suitors of this Court, and that the 
Matters do fot 175 Tut ho „ y a proper Authority, authorize and im-

Maſter's Account there. But when any Sum of Money ſhall be directed 
to be paid to any Suitor out of ſuch Money ſo to be received by the 
Bark, tor Intereſt or Maintenance, the Mafter ſhall by Note under his 
Hand upon Cheque Paper, withour any Certificate, draw on the Bark for 
the ſame ; and ſuch Note- being ſigned by the Maſter, and entred in the 
Revort-Office, and counterſigned by the Regiſter, as is before directed, 


ſhall be a proper Authority for the Bank to pay the ſame.

Bo. reti, and what he heth.paid out to the Suitors of the Court, when, to 
whom, and by what Order; and that ſuch Accounts be entered in their 
reſpeftive Books at the Reporr-Offize ; and whatever ſhall be remaining in 


their Hanls due to the Suitors of the Court out of the Effects of Mr. Dor. 
mer or Mr, Barrett, or ſhall hereafter come to their Hands out of the ſaid 


Effects, ſhall be by the ſaid Mr. Edwards and Mr. Thurſton reſpeRively 
paid into the Bart, and entered in diſtin Accounts to be kept there: And 
upon Petition by che Suitors to whom ſuch Money ſhall belong, (for 
which Petition no Fee or Reward ſhall be taken) the Court will make 


ſuch further Order therein as ſhall be juſt. And it is further ordered, That 


every Maſter do on the firſt Day of every Term, give an Account in Wri.

| brought before delivered or paid to fuch Maſter: But when any Security, 
Sum of Money, or other Effects, are ready to be delivered or paid in, in 
Obedience to any ſuch Order, the Maſter to whom the Cauſe ſtands re- 


ferred, or to whom or by whom the Delivery or Payment is directed to be 


made, ſhall, on Application by the Party intereſted, his Clerk in Court, or 
Sollicitor in the Cauſe, certify the Date of ſuch Order, and the Sum of 
Money, Tallies, Orders, Bonds, Depoſits, Securities, and other Effects 
then to be paid or delivered in upon ſuch Order, and the Name of the Cauſe 
to the Account of which the fame is to be placed ; and upon the faid Par- 
ty's, or his Clerk in Court, or Sollicitor's delivering ſuch Certificate, and 


Payment of fuch Money, or delivering of ſuch Tallies, Orders, Bonds, Se- 
curities, or other Effects into the Bax, the fame ſhall be entred in the re- 
ſpective Maſter's Accounts in the Bank, and be under the ſame Regula- 
tions as in the ſaid recited Order and herein aſter is preſcribed. And 


whereas, according to the Method preſcribed by the ſaid recited Or- 
der, for the Payment of any Money out of the Bart belonging to the Su- 
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tors of this Court, the Maſter obſerving the Regulations in the faid re- 


cited Order contained; is by Note under his Hand to draw on the Ban 
for ſuch Money as ſhall be ordered by- this Court to be paid; which 
Note is to be firſt carried to the Report- Oficc. Now it is hereby further 


ordered, That ſuch Note ſhall be ſo limited to be paid within a Month 


after Date, and that if it be not paid within ſuch Time, the Note ſhall þe 
void; and that when ſuch Note is carried to the Report Offzce, there ſhall be 
alſo carried with it the Order whereby ſuch Payment was direQed to be 
made, and an Entry ſhall be made in the Maſter*s Book, at the ſaid 


Office, not only of the ſaid Note, but alſo a- Memorandum that it was 


drawn by Virtue of ſuch Order, and thereupon an Intratur is to be made, 
and ſuch other Proceedings had, as in the ſaid recited Order are for that 
Purpoſe preſcribed. And whereas by the faid recited Order it is direQed, 
That where Securities depoſited, or to be depoſited with the Bax, ſhall be 


delivered out, proper Entries ſhall be made thereof in the Maſter's Ac 


counts at the Bank Cauſe-wiſe; of which Entries Certificates ſhall be filed 


in the Report-Offece, but no Proviſion is made in ſuch Order for the ke © 


Entry in the Maſter's Books in the Report. Ofice; It is therefore ordered, 
That when the Maſters do at any Time hereafter certiſy to the Report. 


Office ſuch Entry of the delivering out ſuch Securitics, as aforefaid, the Clerk 


of the Report. Office ſhall make Entries, according to ſuch Certificate, in the 
reſpective Maſter's Book kept in that Office, of the delivering out ſuch 


Securities, as aforeſaid. And whereas ſince rhe making of the faid Order 
of the IWenty Sixth Day of May laſt, Richard Godfrey, Eſq; one of the 


Maſters: of this Court, hath been deficient in bringing in his Ballance of 


Caſh, and is now a deficient Maſter, It is therefore hereby ordered, That the 


ſaid Richard Godfrey, and his Eſtate, and the Moneys, Securities, and Effects 


of the Suitors in his Hands, Cuſtody, or Power, or under his Care, ſhall 


be ſubje& to the ſame Methods, Rules, Orders and Regulations, as are in 


and by this and the ſaid recited Order preſcribed and appointed in Relation 


to the deficient Maſters. And foraſmuch as no Directions or Provifions 
are laid down in the ſaid Order relating to the Stocks, Securities, Moneys, 
or Effects of or belonging to the Suitors of this Court, in the Name, 


Hands, or Cuſtody, or under the Care of the Uſher of this Court; and 


to the Intent that due Caution may be taken touching ſuch Stocks, Securi- 
ties, Moneys, and Effects, and one uniform Method may be obſerved, it is 
therefore further ordered, That the Uſher of this Court do, as to all Stocks 


and Annuities of the Suitors of this Court ſtanding in his Name, forth 


with deliver into the reſpective Companies, a Declaration in Writing, that 


ſuch Stocks and Annuities are in Truſt to anſwer the Orders of this Court; 


and the ſaid reſpective Companies are to take Care that proper Entries be 
made thereof in their Books, ſo that ſuch Stocks or Annuities be not trans- 


| ferred but by Order or Leave of the Court; and that the ſaid Uſher do 


jorthwith bring in and leave with rhe Regiſter of this Court, a complear 
Account Home to the Time df bringing it in, of all Moneys, Stocks, Bonds, 
Tallies, Mortgages, Securities, and other Effects belonging to any of the 


Suitors of this Court in his Hands, Cuſtody, or Power, or for which he is 


anſwerable; and that he do likewiſe forthwith by Schedule deliver over to 
the Bank of England Caule-wiſe, all Sums of Money, Bonds, Notes, Orders, 
Tallies, Depoſits, Securities, and other Effects of the Suitors of this Court in 
his Hands, Cuſtody, or Power, or for which he is anſwerable, Mortgages 
only excepted ; and do alſo ſpecify in ſuch Schedule, rhe ſeveral Annuities 
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and Stocks which ſtand in his Name, or he hath either ſingly. or jointy _ 


with others in Truſt: for any of the Suitors of this Court; and that he do re- 


ceive from the Benka Certificate of the Receipt of ſuch Schedule, and car- 


ry the ſame to the Report-Office, and there file it; and that ſuch sums 


of Money, Bonds, Notes, Annuities, Stocks, and other Securities and 


Egeds of the Suitors ſhall be entred Cauſe wife in Books kept by the 
Uſher in the Report-Office and in the Bart; and that the like Me- 
thod and Manner be in theſe Particulars obſerved by the Uſher, as in and 


by this Order, and the ſaid recited Order, is preſeribed to the Maſters of 


this Court, and the Bank is to receive the Intereſt, Produce, and Dividends 
of all the ſaid Securities, Annuities and Stocks, as alſo of all Stocks, Bonds, 
Tallies, Orders, Annuities, and other Securities, whereof the Uſher is or 


ſhall be poſſeſſed in Truſt for any of the Suitors of this Court, or hath or 
{hal declare any Truſt for them, the Uſher authorizing one of the Caſhires _ 


of the Bank to receive the fame; and ſuch Entries are to be made thereof, 
and ſuch Rules to be obſerved, as herein and in the ſaid recited Order are 
tot don to and for the Maſters of this Court. And as to Mortgages, which 
the Uſher of this Court; either ſingly or jointly now hath, or hereafter 


may have in Truſt for the Suitors of this Court, the ſame Rules and Me- 


thods fhall be-: obſerved by the Uſher, as in the like Caſes are herein be- 


aher, B8eAs of the Suitors of this Court, have by any former Order been 
t;reed to be brought into this Court, or to be brought before paid or de- 


i:vergd to the ſaid Uſher, and have not yet been fo brought beſore paid 
vor delivered, the ſame, and alto all Moneys, Tallies, Orders, Bonds, Securi-

ere ptelerlbed to the Maſters. And it is hereby further ordered, That 
where any Money, Tallies, Orders, Bonds, Mortgages, Securities, and 
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ties, jon other Effects, either before, at, or after the Hearing of any Cauſe 


to bg hereafter. ordered or directed to be brought into this Court, or to be 
taken under the Care of the Uſher, ſhall not be brought before delivered in 


oc Paid to the Uſher, but ſhall be paid or delivered into the Bank of Eng- 
Vaud, under the Regulations, and in the Manner as the Maſters are herein 
and in the faid recited Order required to do; and the Uſher ſhall on his 
Part, ig all things relating -hereunto, act in like manner as the Maſters are 


in ſuch Caſes obliged to do. And it is likewiſe further ordered, That if 
any Money or Effects of the Suxors of this Court, {ſhall by the Uſher, or in 


his Name, be laid out or inveſted in any Bonds, Tallies, Orders, Stocks, 
Annuities, or other Securities, the ſame Methods, Orders and Regulations 
ſhall be obſerved by the Uſher and others, in Relation thereto, as hereb 

and by the ſaid recited Order are in like Caſes preſcribed by the Maſters. 
And it is allo {urther ordered, That when any Stock or Annuities in the 
Name of the Ulber ſhall be hereafter transferred, or any Depoſits, Monev, 


Intereſt, or Dividends, or other Thing contained in the ſaid Uſher's Ac- 


count, ſhall be paid or delivered out of the Bai, the fame Method ſhall be 
obſerved; and rhe {aid Uſher, and all others, {hall act and do in all Things re- 
lating thereto as the Maſtets of this Court are hereby appointed to do. And 
in general, the ſame Rules, Methods, Orders, and Regulations which are 
hereby and by the ſaid recited Order directed and preſcribed to he obſerved, 
performed, and done by ard to the Naſters of this Court, with refpeCt to 
the Moneys, Stocks, Bonds, Mortgages, Tallies, Orders, Annuities, Se— 
curities, and other Effects of the Suitors of this Court, in their Name, 
or under their Inſpection and Care, all be in like Caſes mutatis mut an dis 
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obſerved, performed, and done, by and to the Uſher of this Court, with 

reſpe to the Moneys, Stocks, Bonds, Mortgages, Tallies, Orders, An- 
nuities, Securities, and other Effects of the Suitors of this Court, in his 
Name, or under his Inſpection or Care. And foraſmuch as the Uſher of 
this Court hath uſually had and received, upon the Payment of any 
Money or Effects into his Hands, purſuant to the Order of this Court, 


Two Shillings for every Receipt or Certificate by him ſigned, teſtiſying 


the Receipt of ſuch Money or Effects, and hath alſo ufually had and 
received Two Pence in the Pound of all Moneys or Effects paid or drli- 
vered out by him to the Suitors of this Court: Therefore it is further 
ordered, when any Money or Effects belonging to the Suitors of this 
Court, paid into the Baxk in the Name, or on the Account of the Uſher, ſhall 
be directed to be paid out by the Order of this Court, and the Uſher is to 
make a Certificate thereof to be filed in the Reporr-Office, the ſaid Uſher ſhall 
have and receive Two Shillings for ſigning ſuch Certificate ; and for 
every Draught that he ſhall make on the Bark, he ſhall at the Time of 
ſuch Draught, receive Two Pence in the Pound of all Money contained 
in ſuch Draught, Draughts for Intereſt or Maintenance excepted, And if 
the ſaid Uſher ſhall preſume to take any other Fee or Reward, he ſhall 
be looked upon as guilty of Extortion, and upon Complaint thereof made 
to the Court, ſhall be puniſhed with the utmoſt Severity. And to the End 
that the Directions herein before given may from henceforth be uniformly 
obſerved, it is hereby further ordered, Thar in all Orders to be hereafter 

made relating to the Moneys or Effects of the Suitors of this Court, the ſe. 


veral Rules and Directions of this Order ſhall be obſerved and followed, 


although the ſame ſhould not be particularly expreſſed in any ſuch future 
Order. And it is further ordered, That this Order be forthwith publiſhed 


and ſet up in all the Offices belonging to this Court concerned in this 


Order.
